THREE MORE MEN 
SENTENCED, TEN 
AWAIT GALLOWS 


Manslaughter Verdict 
in Day Also. 


With three more men found guilty of 
murder yesterday and sentenced to 
hang, the number of killers in the 
county jail awaiting execution was in- 
creased to ten. In addition there was 
one verdict of manslaughter yester- 
day. 

And out at the Fiftieth street sta- 
tion, the murder of Richard H. 
Schwanke at 300 West Forty-seventh 
street was solved. James Griffin, an 
employe of the American Railways Ex- 
press company, made a confession in- 
volving him and two companions. 

‘Three to Hang For One Death. 

The three new candidates for the 
gallows are Joseph Constanzo, Antonio 
Lopez, and Samuel Serrara. They were 
convicted of killing Antonio Varchetto, 
on the night of Jan. 15, in a bakery at 
709 Forquer street. It was the eighth 
verdict of hanging obtained by Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney Edwin J. Raber. 

The verdict of manslaughter was re- 
turned in the case of Michael Burke, on 
trial for the murder of George Gilmar- 
tin. The shooting occurred April 16 
at West Thirty-third street and South 
Hoyne avenue. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge George F.. Barrett. It was 
the third manslaughter conviction for 
his court since he was specially assign- 
ed to hear criminal cases. 

Griffin’s Confession. 

James Griffin’s confession concerning 
the murder of Schwanke came after 
twenty-four hours of questioning by As- 
sistant State’s Attorney R. E. Dallin. 
Griffin said he and Frank Brady and 
Jay Breen robbed the saloon of Michael 
Sullivan, 300 West Forty-fourth street. 


“GENE” GEARY 
ELUDES 
BIG POLICE NET 


30 Hour Hunt Fails 
to Reveal Clew. 


Despite a thirty hour man hunt en- 
gaging the greater part of Chicago’s 
police force, “Gene” Geary, murderer, 
was still at liberty jast night. The 
police had orders to “shoot to kill.” 

Every haunt of the) gunman fugitive 


friends had been questioned as to his 
possible whereabouts; tips by the score 
had been followed by squads of rifle. 
men under the personal command of 
Chief of Detectives Mooney, but no 
trace of Gearyfwas obtained. 

On the south side his friends and 
his terror stricken acquaintances in- 
sisted Geary was a maniac, that his 
Slaying of Harry Reckas, saloonman, 
Thursday night, had been but a mani- 
festation of his liquor crazed brain 
satiating a lust for blood. They argued 
a Jekyll and Hyde-like comparison, 
telling of what a “good fellow” 
Geary was when sober, and what a 
fiend he became when drunk. And 
they blamed the murder on alcohol. 

Linked with Whisky Swindle. 

Those familtar with the workings of 
the south side murder clique smiled 
at all this. They were not openly 
denying the truth of the theory—but 
they were skeptical. | 

It was rather peculiar, it was pointed 
out, that Reckas should have been 
killed almost immediately after his 
identification of Rex Bain and Oscar 
Mayes, held on 1 confidence game 
charge, as the men who had sold him 
colored water as whisky. With that 
identification Reckas became a dan- 
gerous witness ainst Bain and 
Mayes. 

“Jim” O’Brien, owner of the sa- 
loon at 4165 South Halsted street where 
Reckas was killed, also had been vic- 
timized. But O’Brien had been given 
his money back; he had been “ fixed” 
that way. 

Only Dangerous Witness. 

Reckas was the only dangerous wit- 
ness then known. Attorney Thomas 
D. Nash was counsel for the two ac- 
cused. Attorney Nash obtained the 
acquittal of Geary on his recent trial 
for the murder of Leonard Tripple, the 
Yellow Cab chauffeur. Some suggested 
that maybe “Gene,” as a mark of 
gratitude, bumped off Reckas to save 
Attorney Nash some trouble. 

Late last night Chief Mooney sent 
five detectives to the Hay roadhouse 
near Fox Lake on a tip that Geary 
could be found there. Meanwhile de- 
tectives under Lieut. Michael Hughes 
were conducting an investigation in the 
vicinity of Fosty-fourth street and Cal- 
umet avenue, on information that the 
fugitive was hidden in a flat. 

Hoyne Ready for Trial. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne announced 
that he and his assistants had a very 
complete case against Geary, once he 
is caught and placed on trial. 

Chief Garrity visited the stockyards 
station to learn what progress was 
being made in the quest for Geary, but 
found little encouragement.

THE VETO MESSAGE. 

The chronic breach between Mr. Wilson's the- 
ories and the facts with which his statecraft has 
had to deal is illustrated more compactly in the 
veto mnessage than in any of his preceding ut- 
terances. 

A reading of the message leaves one in bewil- 
dered wonder if Mr. Wilson is talking about what 
the rest of us suppose him to be talking. Can the 
treaty he names possibly be the treaty we know? 
is the resolution he vetoes the resolution we know? 
le black white? Is 2 from 2 twenty-two? 

The first assertion of the message is that to sign 
the resolution “ would place ineffaveable stain upon 
the gallantry and honor of the United States.”’ 
That, of course, is a matter of opinion, and consid- 
ering Mr. Wilson’s part in the treaty impasse, 
which induced the resolution, it seems to us to be 
rather insolent. | 

At any rate, inasmuch as the governments asso- 
clated with us are and have been at peace with 
Germany and Austria for several months, on terms 
accepted by the enemy, acceptance of which we 
helped to enforce, it would seem that Mr. Wilson's 
theory of ineffaceable stain is somewhat over. 


strained. 


We think it expresses Mr. Wilson's excessive 
pride of opinion rather than a normal sense of 
honor, and though it may seem useful to inject 
into the rather sorry controversy some such emo- 
tional buncombe, we have no doubt American com. 
mon sense will dismiss it without hesitation. We 


believe the proponents of the resolution are quite 


#s jealous of the nation’s honor as Mr. Wilson. 

The president finds More specific fault with the 
resolution because it does not exact from the Ger- 
Man government “any action by way of setting 
“ight the infinite wrongs which it did to the peoples 
whom \it attacked and whom we protested it our 
purpose to assist when we entered the war.” 

This is an adroit confusion of facts and issues. 
In the first place we, that is the government of the 
United States, “protested,” to use Mr. Wilson's 
rhetorical term, our purpose to assist in defeating 
(he enemy, but did not in any form whatsoever 
bind ourselves to any action by way of “setting 
‘ight the infinite wrongs the German government 
lid to the peoples whom it attacked.” 

Mr. Wilson will do well to consult our “ protest,” 
‘he resolution declaring war. | 

But Mr. Wilson's statement is disingenuous in 
another serious respect, and this applies to the en- 
\iré reasoning of the veto. The resolution is not, 
as he asserts, either in form or effect a complete 
surpender of the rights of the United States. 1: 
reserves our rights under the treaty terms 
plicable to our relations with Germany, and in no 
way forecloses appropriate action in the future 
either for their enforcement or for the enforce- 
nent of Amy measures we may find it necessary to 
‘ake for the protection of our own interests or the 
‘ulfillment of any legitimate claims the associated 
powers may have upon us. 

The main assumptions of the message are a 
iriumph of question begging or disingenuousness. 
We are, for example, to assume that the purposes 
ve set forth in entering “the war are so satisfac- 
\orily provided for in the‘treaty of Versailles that 
ve are in honor estopped from giving our unre- 
served acquiescence to that instrument.' We do 
not propose here to go over again the fate which 
at Paris befell the much heralded fourteen points, 
but we find it rather astonishing that, considering 
he president’s prompt jJettisoning of the first 
point, concerning the freedom of the seas, he 
should now complain because the resolution says 
nothing about freedom of navigation upon the scas' 


| 
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ment of infallibility. If we do not accept his way 
without reserve American honor is stained and 
we plunge into darkness. 

Neither America nor Europe has shown any 
evidence of accepting this towering conception of 
the situation. 


THE CHAMBLISS VERDICT. 
The conviction of Dorsey Chambliss, Negro ex-po- 
liceman, of the seduction of Bertha Wiebeck, a 
17 year old white girl, marks a real triumph of jus- 
tice over race prejudice and pandering politics. 
Negroes and whites alike should give thanks for 
the verdict. When such a case is put into the 
hands of @ jury, guilt established, and punishment 
meted out, faith in our judicial system is strength- 

ened. 
With faith in justice thus justified the prejudice 
which ipstigates race riots and mob violence loses 


assured that the guilty will be punished, regardlesg 
of race, they can cease to take the law into their 
own hands safe in the knowledge that justice 
will be administered through legal’channels. When 
the same realization comes to Negroes they also 
can cease to resent prejudice with violence, and 
leave their wrongs to the authorities set up to 
right them. A better understanding between the 


races and a lessening of disgraceful clashes should 
result. 

In this case the crime was a crime. The color 
of the guilty man had nothing to do with that fact. 
The fact that a policeman in uniform lures a young 
girl into a disorderly house is in itself sufficient 
cause for prompt and drastic punishment. The’ 
Question of the girl’e tnnocence or the policeman’s 
race has nothing to do with it. In the case of the 
Wiebeck girl, the tragedy of confession and, death 
Was necessary to bring the matter before.the au- 
thorities. | 

Once in the hands of the authorities it should 
have been settled promptly upon its merits, but | 
instead of treating it without prejudice the author 
ities allowed pandering politics to take @ hand. 
Instead of leaving the case clear as that of a police- 
man accused of seduction, politics presented the 
matter as the case of a Negro falsely accused 
because of race prejudice. Continuance after con- 
tinuance was granted. Every effort was made to 
block justice until the case became such a soandal 
that the attorney general of the state had to step 
in and the Chicago Political Equality league 
requested Ald. John H. Lyle to take the Chambliss 
defense out of the hands of his law firm, Lyle 
& Harrold. It had assumed the character of a 
defense of vice for the sake of votes. It was 
equally an exploitation of race prejudice for the 
sake of votes. 

That a conviction has finally been obtained 
despite these evil influences dees not remove the 
fact that such influences were used and still exist, 
although weakened by the verdict. They are as 
strong only as the votes to which they pander, 

In that thought lies an opportunity for the 
women of Chicago to make practical use of their 
good influence and their votes to correct the 
evil conditions disclosed. If the Chicago Woman's | 
club, for instance, shall say without equivocation 
that any political organization which thus panders 
to vice and prejudice for votes shall immediately 
lose the votes which the women cast or influence, 
politicians will cease to be panders for political 
gain. 

Justice in this case has done much to protect 
women. Women can show their appreciation 
and further safeguard themselves and their sisters 
by making it too costly for such a situation to 


develop again.

N the course of a letter “W. W.” said, 
before prohibition she used a little 
whisky to ease her monthly pains, 
but now she cannot get any. In an- 


other letter a woman said she had re- — 


cently arrived from England, where 
she had always been in the habit of tak- 
ing whisky, gin, etc., each month. She 
wanted to know if she could obtain any- 
thing which would have a similar effect. 


A third wrote saying she had always 


taken gin, and now she could get none. 
She was panicstricken and wanted to 
know what she could do. 


These three letters came in one day. 
Letters to the same effect are being re- 
ceived practically every day. They indi- 
cate that prohibition is beginning to 
work, 7 

If a woman insists upon using alcohol 
for the relief of monthly pains she can 
get it. I understand there is not much 
gin Ieft In the country, and gin will not 
be available. Gin is ordinary alcohol 
from rye, barley, or other source, diluted 
with water and flavored with about one 
Part oil of juniper to about 500 parts 
gin. : 

At least, Potter says Holland gin is so 
flavored. Other gins, according to the 
same authority, are flavored with tur- 
pentine, cayenne pepper and other fla- 
vors. In all probability, for this purpose 
gin has no advantage over whisky. 


The rules under which the eighteenth 
amendment is being operated allow phy- 
sicians to prescribe alcoholic beverages 
for this list of complaints. Up to now 
the authorities are not very nosey about 
Physicians’ prescriptions calling for al- 
cohol, Some are finding it about as easy 
now to get a drink as it was standing 
up to the bar fn the old days or buying 
a bottle of patent medicine. 

But when we get down to the truth of 
the matter, neither whisky nor gin is a 
pain easer. They did provide relief for the 
nervousness, on-edgeness of some women 
at that time. A “ quiet-little-still " is an 
antidote for a certain kind of nervous- 
ness. But it is never good judgment to 
get a “quiet-little-still’” on for that 
purpose. In the long run {ft does more 
harm than good. | 

Most women who have no pelvic patho'i- 
ogy can train themselves out of such 
nervousness. Such training is the proper 
remedy. The use of whisky or gin. is 
an unjustified substitute, an acknowl- 
edgment of Weakness and incapacity.

The bacteria of the nose are apt to travel 
into these cavities, cagaing sinusitis. Most’ 
cases of supposed so-called catarrh are due 
to infection of one sinus or another. If I had 
sinusitis I would waste some time on the 
bacteriologists, and vaccine makers. That I 
regard as a better gamble than trusting to 
the sawyers, drillers, carpenters, and cutters.

S. A. D. writes: ‘“ I have been troubled 
with my stomach for about a year and 
have started-<on the following diet:

THOMAS GORMAN, 


ASSEMBLY, DEAD 


State Representative Thomas N. 
Gorman, doorkeeper of the constitu- 
tional convention 
and a leader of the 
downstate Sulli- 
van organization, 
died of heart dis- 
ease at his home 
in Peoria yester- 
day. Mr. Gorman 
had been ill for 
several months. 

He was born in 
Westville, Conp., 
in 1861 and moved 
to Peoria forty- 
five years ago. He 
served as alder- 
man in Peoria for 
eighteen years and 
for two years WaS 
chief of police. In 
the legislature he was known as a foe 
of the “drys” and kept himself in the 
public eye by his personality, brusque- 
ness of manner, and energy in fighting 
for or against the various measures 
that came before that body. 

He was author of the Gorman act 
which provides state pensions for the 
blind and of a city ordinance in Peoria 
establishing eight hours as a legal 
day’s work. He once introduced a bill 

to repeal the civil service law. In 
1913 he gained considerable publicity 
by knocking down Representative 
George H. Wilson of Quincy, “dry” 
leader, on the floor of the house, near- 
ly precipitating a riot. 

The funeral will be held at 9 o’clock 
Monday morning. —
